Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Kentucky, or South Carolina, 
or wherever his location may be.’ The article of the Ar- 
gus closes as follows: ‘ Connected with this subject is the 
effort [of the U. S. Bank Courier} to continue the im- 
‘pression that Mr. Van Buren is a candidate, and will be 
‘urged by his friends in this state. Jtis proper to say it 
again, and once for all, that so far as his name is before the 
‘public, it has been done without his consent or participation ;

** motives that will be likely to consult any thing rather than 
‘his views or feelings. {tis not in accordance with Mr.

COURT OF EXCHEQUER. 
JURY FINES. 

A large number of citizens were brought into this court yester- 
day,to assign sufficient reasons why they should not be fined for 
their non-attendance as Jurors in various courts held in this city 
within the last year. In all cascs where the summons to attend 
was not served personally, the fine was remitted without costs. In 
those cases where tho summons was personally served, but where 
the person so summoned was legally exempt, the fine was remit- 
ted on payment of costs by the defendant, unless it was shown that 
he had appeared before the court in which he had been summoned, 
(during the term for which he was summoned,) and there, shewed 
a sufficient cause for his non-attendance. In those cases where the 
exempted persons so summoned, did not 60 appear, the costs of the 
exchequer suit was levied on him. 

At the suggestion of the court, the clerk announced to all those 
who were present, thatthe names of all the persons marked down 
to serve as Jurors were handed in by the Inspectors of the wards in 
the month of August in each year If therefore those persons who 
are members of fire companies, or uniform companies, or who have 
served the necessary time in the former, or those who are over or 
under the legal age, or who are otherwise legally exempted, would 
call upon the inspectors of their respective wards in the month of 
July ineach year, and state tothem the ground upon which they 
were exempted, the parties summoned would be saved trouble, ex- 
pense, and loss of time.—Cowrier.

The Peerage Bill has finally passed the I’rench Chamber 
of Deputies. It is founded on the principles that the peer- 
age shall endure for life; that the Bomination of Peers shall 
exist in the crown, and that the p@mber of peers shall be 
unlimited. It is thought that the e of peers, following 
the examble of their brethren in England, will reject a bill 
which takes away any part of their privileges, and the crea- 
tion of a new batch is talked of. 

The cholera had broken out at Hamborgh, and it was ex- 
pected to reach England in a few ‘Weeks—it i3 now proba- 
bly there. 

The British Parliament was prorogued on the 20th of Oc- 
tober to the 22d of November, but will not meet on that day. 
What we feared, a compromise between the English minis- 
ters and the antireformers, is now very likely to take place ; 
and one thing is certain—* the bill, the whole bill, and no- 
thing but the bill,” with which Lord Grey said he would 
stand or fall, was fallen, but Lord Grey has not fallen with

After reviewing the fegoctatiohs, he read the 
Treaty of Peace in 24 Articles, the execution of which the five Pow- 
ers guarantee to the two parties, and which treaty they consider as 
their final and irrevocable decision, to which they will oblige either 
party that may refuse it to accede, regarding it as an engagement 
between each of the parties themselves. The substance of this 
treaty is, that Belgium sha!l be composed of the ancient southern 
provinces of the Netherlands, with the exception of part of Luxem. 
burg and Limburg, on both banks of the Meuse, and Maestricht 
with its Banileve. Belgium shall form an independent and perpetu- 
ally neutral state. ‘The road ofcanal projected between Antwerp 
and the Meuse shal! be at the expense of Belgium. The freedom 
of the rivers is recognized as stipulated by the Treaty of Vienna. 
From January 1, 1832, Belgium shall pay annvally 8,400,000 florins 
of the deferred debt, which shal! be considered as the Belgian debt, 
and pard every six months. ‘The advances already made and to be 
made by Holland on this account, from Nov. 1, 1830, to Jan. 1, 1832, 
to be repaid by Belgium in three instalments—on the Ist of January, 
Ist of April, and Ist of July, 1332. _

This intimidated the 
mob, and they gave way ina slight degree, and the Marquis rode off 
towards the Horse Guards. hither the mob followed and again 
commenced another attack on him: one stone, hurled with consi- 
alerable force, struck the marquis over the right temple. So preat 
‘was the force of the blow tha. it cut through his hat, and made'n se- 
rious weund on the head, which rendered his lordship nearly insen- 
sible. ‘The marquis was placed in a hackney coach, and conveyed 
to bis mansion in Vark lane, where the wound was dreased. His 
lordship was bled, and the numerous enquiries afier the state of the 
noble marquis were answered by an assurance that he was much 
better since the bleeding had taken place, and was then doing well.

weacbed the Palace, a mob of the lowest class assembled in front of 
the residence of the Marquis of Bristol, in St. James's square, and 
commenced an attack on the windows. This proceeding was ob- 
served by a number of the parishioners of St. James’s and St. Ma 

ry’s, Newington, parishes, who formed the line of procession, and 
were near the spot atthe time. They simultaneously rushed upon 
the offenders, aod assisted the police in driving them out of the 
square. Many were taken into custody and conveyed to the sta- 
tion house.

“ants acted, and the arrival of a strong body of police under the di-

work.” Several hundreds had by this time assembled, and there 
deing but a few police present to resist their violence, the cry was 
instantiy succeeded by their throwing several volleys of stones at 
the nob!e duke’s mansion. Not above a dozen panes were left un- 
demolished. The whol@of the windews of the drawing room were 
barricaded, or they would also have fallen a sacrifice to the fury of 
ahe assemb'age. A gentleman on horseback, seeing the devasta- 
tion, rode off to the Vine street station house, where there was a 
atrong body of police in reserve, and gave information of the pro- 
<cedings going on at Apsley House. A detachment of between 100 
do 200 men of different divisions were ordered off. A great tumult 
‘was anticipated, but on the arrival at Apsley House, they were 
surprised at finding only a mob of young and daring ruffians and 
pickpockets, instead of a powerful assemblage of the working class- 
es, which they had anticipated. The mob, on the appearance of 
the police, moved from the rear of the Duke of Wellington's house, 
to near the statue of Achilles. They remained rather quiet till one 
of them cried out, ** Let's give it the figure.” A shower of stones 
was then hurled at the statue, amid loud vociferations. This could 
not be suffered, and on the police interfering, the missiles were 
aimed at thers. A skirmish took place, and the mob was complete- 
jy routed. Some of the leaders were taken into custody and con- 
veyed to Knights-bridge barracks, where there was a inagistrate sit- 
ting. 

About dusk the mob again assembled, and proceeded to the man- 
sion of Lord Dudley and Ward, in Park-lane, and commenced the 
destruction of the windows.. A strong body of police, however 
who were in ambush on the premisee, sailied out upon them wit i 
etavesin hand, aud beat them off the field through the Cumberland 


te. 

The mob in St. James’s square, and the remainder of the outra- 
geous gangs, were completely dispersed by ten, and the west end 
resumed its tranquil state. A strong body of police, of the R. divi- 
sion, remained in the Duke of Wellington’s mansion, and small de- 
tachments patrolled in the vicinity during the whole night.

Pittsburgh.—Ata public dinner recently given to the Hon. Wil- 
liam Wilkins, at Pittsburgh, Mr. Wm. Robinsen, of the borough o! 
Alleghany, made a speech, from which we quote the annexed para 
graph: 

‘It is distinctly, gentlemen, within my own tecollection, and I 
ain yet a young man, when Pittsburgh wae a frontier village. Onthe 
opposite bank of the Alleghany, where is now rising the town to 
which go kind a reference has been made, there stood but one solita 
ry cabin, in the vast forest between it and the shores of Lake Erie; 
not one habitation for civilized man intervened; one single family 
comprised the whole population in all that distance, and a little ¢a- 
nue sufficed for their conveyance to this shore, either on business, 
or, as has more than once happenud, for protection from the Indians. 
From the very places whence now artiaes on yonder shore the busy 
hum of men, the music of the steam engine, and the loud reverbera- 
ting sound of the forge hammer, your humble narrator, in the morn- 
ing of hisdays, has listened with fearful apprehension to the shrill 
sound of the Indian's whistle, at night fall on hischarger. Behold 
the contrast '—the unexampled change which has taken place! In- 
stead of the fragile bark, a magnifice:t bridge bestrides the stern and 
rapid current of the Alleghany, connecting a village with many thou- 
sand souls with this its parentecity. Above, a stupendous aqueduct 
bears on its [lerculean shoulders another river to the bosom of your 
city.”

Where is * the West ??'— A few years since, the inhabitants of our 
Atlantic cities was accustomed to speak of our town as being the 
remote point of civilizition—the ‘* jumping off place” in the great 
vattey of the Missis ippi—beyond which no man in his right mind, 
and having a clean conscience, would think of adventuring. What 
« iransfurmation has been effected? Now we begin tothink of our 
city as-soon to be the centre—perhaps the capital—of this exten- 
sive coufederation For hundreds of miles to **the West” of us, 
the land teems with inhabitants. “The hands of industry are there. 
( omfurts and luxuries abound. A vigorous communication is kept 
up betweea ourselves and them. It is, indeed, to put any limit to 
thus spirit of adventure. Eveo now, the formation of a settlement 
atthe mouth of the Columoia river, is regarded as so entirely fea- 
» ble, that many persons have enlisted in the enterprise. Space 
seems about to be annihilated by the exertions of the hardy pioneers 
us our western settlements. —AMissouri Republican. 





Fortunate Discovery.—Our neighbor, (Mr. Curtis,) who owns th 
evatiitery at Nail Creek, in this village, in the process of distillation 
f om Corn, perceived an oil which rose vpon the surface of the |i- 
«ior. He teok pains to collect it aud make a trial of ite proper- 
vies. It has been determined by wepoaaat experiments by various 
persons, that the oil answers as well for burning as the best sper- 
raaceti oil. I: is equally pure, and as froe from any offensive emel), 
and will bura as long. Farther experiments are making of its use 
in painting, ond itis alleged (although a fair trial has not vet been 
made) that it answers all the purposes of linseed oil. Mr. Curtis 
procures a little lees thana quart from a bushel of corn, and from 
nine to twelve gallons per day, from the quantity of corn he works 
up. The oi) is worth one dollar per gallon. It ia alens clear 


remarkable of these events happened in England in the years 1825 
and 1826, andthe whole of the misery at that time inflicted might 
have been prevented had the warnings and advice of one man been 
listened to. That man was William Cobbett. 

In the year 1819, the English government made a law that one 
pounp nores, which at that period were the smallest kind of bankers’ 


paper money in circulation, should not be issued or circulated after | 


the month of May, 1823. Cobbett prophecied that if this law went 
into full effect, without a previous reduction of a least one half of 
the amount of the then existing taxation, it would produce among 


| the working men of Great Britain misery absolutely insupportable, 


and he conclued his remarks, which were written at North Hemp- 
stead, Long Island, in the following words : ** Now, then, I, William 
Cobbett, assert, that to carry this bill into effect is impossible, and I 


say that if this bill be carried into full eFect, I will give Castlereagh | 


leave t> lay me oa a gridiron and broil me alive, while Sidmouth may 
stir the coals, and Canning stands by and laughs at my groans.” 

The men here mentioned were the three Engtish Secretaries of 
State. Cobbett’s propliecy was treated with contempt by the go- 
vernment, and misery and ruin were the consequences, as I now 
shall preceedto prove. 

In 1819 the law was passed to prevent the making or issuing of 
one pound notes after the month of May, 1823. In 1820 the bank- 
ers, knowing that their one pounders could only be in existence 
for three vears at farthest, did net make miny of them. 

In 1821, the bankers made still less. 

In July, 1822, so great was the fall in the prices of all commodi 
ties, but especially wheat, that renting farmers generally paid no 
rent. Bankers were now crampsd more than ever in their discounts, 
for in nine months from this time they would not dare to issue any 
one pound notes. Cobbett now began to lash the English ministers, 
and to hold them up to the derision and scorn of the euffering peo- 
ple, for neglecting to attend to his warning. Castlereagh dreaded 
a revolution, and as a meansof preventing it, he brought a bill into 
Parliament tc allow backers to issue one pound notes for ten years 
longer, namely, uutil 1833 instead of 1823; but so unable was he to 
bear up against the disgrace that he knew must attach to him from 
negiecting the advice of Cobbett, that, a few days after the law was 


passed, hetook a pen knife and cut his throat. When it was 


known that Cast!ereagh was dead, the Irish laborers in London, to | 


a considerable number, took an extra drop of whiskey in token of 
their joy. On the coflin which contained his body being taken out 
ofthe hearse and conveved into Westminster Abbey for interment, 
the assembled crowd expressed by loud cheers their satisfaction at 
the death of one of the greatest enemies of the working men of 
England. 

The English paper money mongers now having permission to 
plunder the people fur ten years longer, poured forth their one 
pound notes by wholesale; prices advanced rapidly, not of corn on- 
ly, but likewise of all foreign products, including American Cor- 
ton. Who does not recollect the speculations in this city in 1825? 
But in the midst of all this seeming prosperity, the waraing voice of 
Cobbett wae again heard addressing the English Ministry. ‘If you 
continue these measures,” said he, * for the increase of paper mo- 
ney, you will blow up the banks, and perhaps the government.” 

The value of foreign geods imported into Great Britain at this pe- 
riod exceeded by an immense amount that of goods exported, and on 
such occasiens the balance is always paid in gold, for foreigners know 
better than to be satisfied with bankers’ rags ; English golden sove- 
reigns truckled away to fcreign parts at a prodigious rate, and as 
the readiest means of obtaining gold by those who wished to export 
it was to demand it of the bankers in exchange for notes, a run more 
or less on all the banks was the consequence, and on the Bank of 
England particularly. This English mammoth, finding its stock of 
gold decreasing, lessened the accommodations of discounting ; this 
caused embarrassmente among the merchants: fallof prices came, 
and next failures; runs onthe banks; banks failing; tradesmen 
failing; and by Christmas, 1825, England was convulsed from one 
end tothe other. Instead of applying the proper remedy as recom- 
mended by Cobbett, of reducing taxation first and abolishing one 
pound notes next, the government let the tzxes remain as before, and 
again in 1826 passed a jaw to put anend to one pound notes, by im- 
posing a penalty on all bankers who should issue or circulate after 
the 5th day of April, 1830, any promissory note of a lees amount than 
five pounds sterling. This law went into full effect on the day 
above mentiened, unaccompanied by any reduction of taxation; and 
the consequence is, that England is now, to all appearance, on the 


| eve of a bloody revolutioa, unless the evils should meet with a 
| speedy remedy from a reformed Parliament. 


In token of hia triumph over the rogues and fools who havo com- 
posed the English Ministry, Cobbett for some years has carried a 
picture of a Gripiron at the head of his weekly political Register. 

To give soure idea of the suffering inflicted on the English work- 
ing and trading classes, I insert a table which shows the highest and 
lowest prices of wheat during the years that those laws were in ope- 
ration respecting one pound notes.

Look attentively at this table. ‘There is in it that which ought at 
once to silence all the advocates of banking and paper money. The 
year 1320 had a wet summer and an indifferent harvest, yet wheat 
fell in less than four months from 73s. 9d. to 53s. 1ld. What a rob- 
bery on the farmers! The fluctuation in 1321 was still greater— 
from 70s 7d.to4Gs.2d. The lowest price was 26th Oct. 1822—38s.

the price began to advance, although there were some good harvests.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1. 

The peculiar situstion in which this District is placed as contrast- 
ed with other portions of this comparatively free Republic has been 
often a subject of grave remark, and in my opinion merits serious 
consideration. The motives of those who projected this anomaly 
in legislation were undoubtedly pure, but I very much doubt the 
soundness of the premises by which they arrived at such strange 
conclusions. The very first principle of this government is the 
omnipotence of the people. Now if any portion of the people is 
disfranchised, this principle is toa ce:tatn extent invaded. Iam al- 
ways disposed to concede much to the opinions of men who have 
ranked high in the estimation of their cotemporaries, but however 
exalted they may have been, I never scruple to submit their opinions 
to the ordeal of rigid examination. Was this practive more gene- 
rally adhered to wha? a vast improvement might not be effected in 
ourcondition ? many a cherished theory, darling prejudice and con- 
tracted view would disappear before its magical illumination, and 
the mass relying more upon their own energies, than the opinions 
of the interested few, would scon become, as they ought of right 
to be, free and equal Toreturn from this digression: the inhabi- 
iants of this District feel that they are degraded, deprived of the 
dearest privileges of freemen, and of no more pulitical consequence 
than the inhabitants of Otaheite. I presume that the originators of 
this strange conceit had in view the turbulence of Athens and Co- 
rinth; the luxury of Rome, &c., but they ought to-have recollected 
that the cases were notat all parallel; in those cities the mass was 
extremely ignorant, forthe press, that terror to despots, was not in 
existence, nor the principles of government so well understood ; be- 
sides, the same reasons would disfranchise all our large cities.
